100,000 workmen were employed for 
ten years in making the preparations 
to build the pyramid and that it. took 
the same number of workmen twenty 
years more- to complete it. 


First, a perfect set of architect's 


plans were worked out and inscribed 
in the solid rock, then iron mines were 
opened up, furnaces erected and tools 
were fashioned.

mines has been discovered, w i t h the 
remains of the ancient, furnaces, and 
the seal of 
the 
reigning 
Pharaoh 


carved on the rocks. 
Then quarries 


were opened and vast blocks of gran- 
ite anr) limestone, each weighing 20 
tons, were cut and worked and taken 
in barges down the Nile.

The structure was composed of 210 


courses of stone, and its total weight

is the only structure in the world 
which stands exactly north and south i 
without any variation. 


Mr. Kirby gave the various opin- 


ions of well known scientists as to 
the time of building and purposes of 
the pyramid, but stated that after a 
study of the matter for thirty-live 
years he had come to the conclusion 
that it was built by the Chaldeans un- 
der direct inspiration from God, and 
that it was designed 
for historical, 


astronomical and prophetic purposes; 
that its measurement gave the correct 
distance between the earth and the 
aun, the duration of time from the 
creation to the deluge, from the do- 
luge to the time of Abraham, the dura- 
tion of the Jewish era, and presaged ! 
a great change in the Christian era in 
the year 1011, pointing to a mighty up- 
lift of the forces of Christianity during

Theatrical Notes 


MAJESTIC. 


The engagement of "The Virginian" 


at the Majestic theater, Los Angees, 
next week, will doubtless afford much 
satisfaction to the patrons of that 
theater. This play has already proven

The story of the play, as in the book, 


is absolutely interesting and relates 
principally to the Virginian's love for 
Molly Wood, the rtainty school teacher 
from Vermont, who is first introduced 
to him by reason of hi? paving her 
from drowning in Bear Creek through 
the overturning of the stage coach. 
They meet next at the christening at 
Uncle Hewie's, where her cowboy hero 
declares his love and is repulsed. Prom 
then on there is a continual strife be- 
tween her narrow prejudices and his 
determination 
to win her, until his 


manhood and sense of honor brings 
her to a realization of his virtues and 
she surrenders. 
This happens when 


the Virginian's deadly, foe, Trampas, 
swears to kill him on sight, should he 
remain in Medicine Bow after sunset. 
The threat is made on the eve of 
their wedding, and Molly when told of 
this, begs her lover to flee, averring 
that should he kill Trampas there can 
be no wedding. But when the news is 
brought to her shortly afterwards that 
Trampas has been justifiably shot by 
her lover, she capitulates and goes to 
her lover with outstreached arms and 
a willing heart.

Quarantine. 


Horticultural Inspector Hodges is in 


receipt of a letter from State Com- 
missioner of Horticulture Jeffery that 
gives the recently established quaran- 
tine order, in substance given here: 


There is continual danger of the in- 


troduction of the different varieties of 
scales and other pests common to 
citrus stock into Tulare county, and as 
a reasonable quarantine regulation 
Would do away, to a great extent, with 
the danger, a quarantine is establish- 
ed against the importation of all fruit 
and nursery stock into Tulare county, 
with the exception of certain points. 
In obeyance to this order, all stock 
found within the county without hav- 
ing been passed by the proper author- 


ities, will be returned to the original 
point of shipment. It is also unlawful 
for any railroad, express, or other 
company or individual to bring or 
cau.se to be brought into the said coun- 
ty such stock or receive it for delivery, 
provided that all such nursery stocks 
and plants may be delived and receiv- 
ed at Porterville, Lindsay, Exter, Tu- 
lare. 
Visalia, 
Ducor, and 
Dinuba.
